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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 
1 1 , 2007, has been entered. 

Applicants' submission includes an amendment, in which claims 1 , 7, and 8 were 
amended. Support for the amendment to claim 1 can be found in the Specification at 
page 3, lines 12-14; claims 7 and 8 has been amended to ensure proper antecedent 
basis. Therefore, no new matter has been added via these amendments. 

No claims have been canceled or added; claims 1-10 remain pending in this 
application.

Withdrawn Rejections 
The 102(e) rejection of claims 1, 2, and 4-10 as being anticipated by Hennemann 
et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,409,815), stated in the Final Rejection, has been withdrawn in 
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view of Applicants' amendments and persuasive arguments traversing this rejection, in 
the submission filed on June 1 1 , 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed goniochromatic 
luster pigments, comprising at least one dielectric low-refractive interference-colored 
layer, said layer comprising a polar organic solvent which can interact with the layer 
material via hydroxyl or amide groups, and wherein said layer has a geometric layer 
thickness ranging from 80 to 800 nm. 

The prior art of record, Hennemann et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,409,815), discloses 
surface-modified pigments obtained by partial coating of a conductive pigment with an 
organic modifying agent. However, this reference does not teach or suggest Applicants' 
claim limitations regarding the geometrical layer thickness, as is now recited in the 
instant claims. 

Further, Hennemann et al. teach away from coating the conductive pigment in its 
entirety. See col. 3, lines 57-59 of Hennemann et al. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
